To men- 
tion all who have evinced sympathy, and afforded help, however, would be 
to re-wTite the list of contributors. In view of the great results of your 
Fair, their donations may seem small, but they were given heartily, and may 
be taken as an earnest of the sympathy and good-will of the whole German 
nation in behalf of the holy cause for which our country is striving." 

In a letter to the Chairman of this Committee, Prof. Carl Hubner says : "I 
embraced with pleasure the opportunity to do something for the sick and 
wounded soldiers of the United States.
